it to his love indifinitely in any acts of it; and to my explication 
of my mind, in which he gives this unreaſonable anſwer, That he 
will believe it to haue ſon truth, or at leaſt ſome reaſon in it; when he 
ſhall believe that there ever nas. any Chriſtian that did ſearch into his 
own heart, and ſeck there for good deſires and offectious, to the intent he 
mi ght thence conclude and know aſſuredly, that Feſus C briſt dyed for all 
men in the world. Or when I can ſhew him: whoever taught any

God 
allows ſome things that he commands not; as the Apoſtles 
and Miniſters to marry, and forbear . working: What 
hee commands the Magiſtrate expreſly or implicitely is 
his duty, but his power gots further; he may do aſſo what he 
may law fully let alone: and it was his power he (not I) in- 
quired into, not his Duty. Iſaid not therefore it is his duty 
to take away all ſuch things, but he hath power to do it; they 
being not expre ſly or impliedly God's orders, he may (if he 
pleaſe) ſee God's worſhip kept clear of them; for he fins not 
if he keep out nothing from it that God would have in it, or 
about it. T bis Anſwer was not Negative, what he might not 
do, as he ſaid above almoſt all was; but affirmative, what he 
may do, and he that denies him this, crumps his power, not J. 

Selle 5. That my principles whiles I ſpeak, againſt tolerating Idola- 
try and ſuperſtition, are for all ſorts of Idulatry, he cannot make good; 
for I ſaid not ( as he miſrelates ) that men muſt cleave onely to what 
they underſtand, and walk in what they are ſatisfied in; but my ſay- 
ing was, That men ſhould cleave onely to what they underſtand to be de- 
livered by God is his word : and can any be an Idolatar that clea- 
veth to nothing elſe?

But what' tht to 
Chriſts inſtitution, from whence I defined it? what he ſays then of the Cont 
miſſion to preach, Math. 28. limiting preaching to certain perſons (as il none 
but the A poſtles might preach and baptize, contrary to Act,. 8. 4,12.) and 
of Km. 10. How thall they preach, except they be ſent? and of Heb. 5. that 
ſpeaks not of preaching, but of the High Prieſthood, arc nothing to his pur- 
poſe 3. or what ever elſe he can ſay, except he had firſt proved that I ever aſ- 
ſerted what he chuges me with, andtherefore I paſs it.

He charges me with ſeeming to ſpeak ignorantly and irreverently of God*canri= 
buzes : Whereas I appeal tothee Readey, whether my collection ſtrom their 
principles be not fair; and.whether there be any irreverence at leaſt atttibuta- 
le unto me in that my collection: Nay, is it fairly done of him, to make 
thee believe that Finſer that from the former onely, which I infer not but 
from both thoſe their ſayings. His other charges then, that I am afraid leſe

Sect. 1. He title of his 13th Chapter is wrong, and implies falſly in it as 


A if I held, That al in Adam are Pardoned: whereas I afſerted no 
ſuch thing: much leſſe as he charges me Chap, 23. p. 210. That all ſins pra- 
ceeding from the firſt A dam, are forgiven of due debt to the Impenitent;for to ſuch, 
even what was forgiven may be imputed, as in Matth. 18.32. 34. The ſub- 
ſtance of my Doctrine that he ispleaſed to honor with the name of Deteſtable, 
even as of old they honored Chriſt's, and his Apoſtles ſayings, is, That God 
through Chriſt holds not men under fin, becauſe Adam ſinned, and thereby 
are become ſinners, and de filed; but for their not tepenting and turning to 
him as bis grace prevents them, as in Ich. 3. 19. This is ihe condemnation (not 
that the world is naturally in darkneſs, but) that light is come into the world, 
and men love derkneſs rather then light. To all his abuſes and wreſtings of my 
words before diſcovered, he is pleaſed to give a dumb Anſwer ;not ſo much 
as once acknowledging any fault, though he cannot defend them: no, yee 
may be ſure that he that takes it ill, that I let the world know that he repen- 
ted in a Letter to me of ſome harſh ſayings, will not do publike penance, 
though of falſhood he is never ſo clearly and before the world convicted; but 
if that be the the way for himto proſper, I am deceived. 

Sit. 2 There is little in that Chapter but what is anſwered in my former 
book: onely he afſerts the ſame things again by his own Authority, and 
thinkes to carry it by his bare ſaying it ; as, That to love the darkneſs more then 
light,refift che truth, and hate to be reformed,are all of them neceſſarily derived from 
ariginall ſin, and truly parts and produtis of our naturall pravity,as any fins I can 
name.

L hrit of 
fered(and God accepted it as) a fulland perfect ſatisſaction for the fins of the 
whole world, then God isfully & — ſatisfied for them : & if ſo, then he 
cannot hold them under penalty yet for themto ſatisfy him, but remit oy ob- 
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pation thereto. Will any man ſay, a Creditor is fully fatisfyed for a debt, 
for which he holds the debter yet inbands,ſoas thathe will not diſchargehim, 
ny mein — be done to him? or is the Death of Chriſt applyed 
particulary to or by us for fatisfaQion to God(or rather for cure & healing to 
us) that he ſhould not forgive what he is fatisfyed fully for, without that as he 
implies? and yet it follows not that the inpenitent are pardoned, or have 
the pardon of all thoſe fins : for though the pardon of them is given into the 
hand of Chriſt that ſatisfied for them:and he gives, tenders,or freely extends it 
to menzyet if they to whom it' given will not accept it, but refule it, and ſtill 
be in their emmity; they deprive themſelves of the benefit of what was given 
them freely, and cannot claime the benefit of it. Thus they that obferye lying 
vanities, are ſaid to forſake their own mercies. Ton. 2. 8, They were truly 
theirs in teſpect of the giſt of God, and yet not accepting them, they go 
without them, and without actuall repenting thereof loſe them for ever. It 
may be ſaid of them as God ſayd of Iſraell in reſpect of purging them, Be- 
cauſe I purged thee and thou waſs not purged, thou halt not be purged any more & c. 
Exek. 24.13. So becauſe God pardon'd them, aod they were not pardons, 
refuſed his pardon; therefore they ſhall got be pardoned: any more. A King 
that ſorgives his ſubjeRe all former rebellions, and ſeals or proclaimes their 
pardon to them, truly pardons them on his part; yet if they tread that under 
foot, and ſcorn it, they are not pardoned: but that their rejeing of it (which 
was not any thing included in the generall pardon, becauſe confguranial to 
it) brings all their ſans again upon them, till they ſubmit and fue out their 
pardon again : and fo as he ſaid above, the pardon may be twofo'd. To thit 
purpoſe is that Act. 13.38 39. 40. Pardon is preached or declared to men in Chriſi'r 
Name, and yet ver. 40 take heed leaſt that come upon you, Behold ye diſpiſers, 
and wonder, and perishl and fo much alſo is held forth in.

chore of the glory of God, and ave juſtified freely by hi: grace. Having told us how 
to underſtand it before; viz, in reſpect ofit's coming to All, though not of it's 
being upon them all; becauſe many through not beleiving have it not. what 
he gives then as the (cope of thoſe verſes is of his own fancy, and agiees not 
with the text, nor with the Doctrine of the Church of England, which aflerts 
a ſull and perfect latis faction given to God for the fins of the whole world, 
& yetbelievs him not ſatisfied tor impenitent ſinners, but that they ſhal periſh. 
Nor can Rem. 5. 17. that fays, who ſhill reign in life, limit what is ſaid after 
in v.18-aboutwhothe benefit js extended to, that they might receving it reign, 
as Chap. 3. 22. cleares it. And as 1 ſhewed him in my former Anſwer in 
Cap. 13, which he took no notice of, which what a weakneſs, or worſe thing ic 
is, Reader judg; and what a ſorry buſineſs it is to tax me with contradiction, 
or ſophiſtical ambiguity, for ſaying, God may take his own liberty, and give more 
or leſtas he pleaſes, & yet deal equally & graciouſly with all: as if 7 left it doubiſul 
what I mean by equal,whether juſtly, or alike, when the very words (more or leſs y 
cannot ſtand with alike: and in the beginning of that poſition not above 
our lines before thoſe word: I expreſly ſay, God may do unlike with like perſons, 
who then could think that by equally I could meanalike?

I fayd but therein, that is in Election, in the act of it, and that 7 make good 
from Mr. Fac. himſelf, they are his words,Reviets. p. 5 2. that God takes 4 
did chieſty, and in the firſt place [ſo far as we may be able to make difference)chule 
his people to ſalvation: and in the next place, ſeſus Chriſt tothe Office of Medi- 
ter Now then ſo far as the act of Election was fixt uponhis people in the firſt 
place, fo far Chriſt was not in the eye or act of Election; and that act is an 
iatire thing as it reſpects the end diſtinct from that in the ſecand place, which 
reſpects only the meanes, not to the act, but to bring about the end: As a man 
that intends a voyage, and makes choice of Franceʒ though he theiein intends 
in the groſs to go to France by ſhip, yet his ſiiſt thoughts are only ſor France: 
what ihip he will go in may be afterward thought on. So that he hath not yet 
proved me guilty of one ſlandet; 7 ſhould be loath he ſhould, how many ſo- 
ever he be proved guilty of him ſelf, as they are in good earneſt ſlanders, that 
7 will not repreſent their opinion as it is, but muſt alter and pervert it, and make is 
*- quite another thing before I dare meddle: itwhich how often it is hit own praiſe, 
thou may judge Reader by what 7 have already diſcovered in him. Though 
the intention of the end precedes the meanes,yet we do not make the Elect, or 
their Election the end of Chriſts Election, but Chriſt the ground of their 
Ele ction © for as God made the woman of the man, and for the man, that man 
might have the fellowſhip of her, and thee be a meet help for him; and though 
the woman was laſt made, yet ſhee was not the end of Gods making man, and 
therefore neither firſt in Gods thoughts; but the man wat the end and ground 
of Gods making her; (hee was fiiſt made in the map,and then out of himzfo is 
the miſtery of Chiiſt and his Church. or Elect, as Eph. 5. 30.3 1. God made and 
purpoſed to make the Church out of Chriſt, and for Chriſt, and not Chriſt out 
ofthe Churchſ though out of man, as man was out of the earth, and to till the 
earth] nor for the Church, as having the Church for his end, though for the 
Church in fuch a fence as the man was alſo made, and is fitted fer ce woman, 
but the Church for him, his ſervice and glory. Nor yet do I make the incarna- 
tion and paſſton of Chriſt the end why the Church was, but the ground why the 
Church is; and why thoſe that believe in him are accepted of God, and upon 
which he en thoſe perſons accepration. Nor ſpeake 1 of Chrifts having 
the preheminence in Gods puipbſe of ſending him, otherwiſe then that. he only was 
purpoſed cut᷑ of all men to be the perſon and no other; and therefore neither 
doth it follow, that the warldwas ic be ſaved thas Chriſt might come, but as he was 
to come that the world might be ſayed, ſo God choſe that as a reward of his 
coming to ſade the world, he ſhou d as nian be glorious, and glorified with him 
and that alf rhoſe that believe in him that came to ſave the world;ſhouldhave 
Fat in the glory fi decreed to hin), as the zeward of his ſo doing: But he al- 
together confounds Gods love to the world with his Electing love, though 
I told bim of it in ny Anſwer, yet he takes no notice oſit. Nor do I make 
Chriſt the cauſe of Election, ifby cauſe he meanes the cauſa Aeomy's (py 4 or 
inward moving cauſe, but the love of God: itis enough to my purpoſe that 
he is cauſa mega 6 the outward moving cauſe.

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To this he replies, That that is to be aſcribed to him not at incarnate;but as G 
eorguat with the Father . Let the text confute that gloſſe. Col.1.18he is the 
head of his body the Church, who is the beginning, the firſt born of the dead, 
that in all things he might have the preheminence. Sure as the moſt high God 
he needed not to do or receive any thing that he might be preheminent; but 
here he is the head of the Church, and the firſt born from the dead was be ſo 
as God) that in all things he might be gpg]gy/op the fiſt and preheminent? 
Sure he is the firſt born from the dead, and head of his Church as incar- 
nate. 

Sect. 4. He undertook in his Reveim to prove, That Gods Election of his 
Church whent before bis purpoſe of fending Chu iſt, and for proof he alledged 
Joh.3.16,1]oh.4 9, fo. the firſt evidently mention: Gods loving the world, and 
I aſked him if the world be the Church, and God Elected che world? He anſ- 
wers it here with ſaying nothiog to it: and whereas he then added, that there- 
fore whether it be Gods love and mercy to mankind in the general, or in ſpecial to the 
Ele: or whether EleGion be of particular perſens,or believers in general,Gods love 
doth go before his purpoſe ts ſend his Son. I now further (ay, that thoſe words a- 
mounts to this; That whether thoſe texts made for him, vr againſt him, ſie was 
reſolved to prove nothing to purpoſe by them: for if they ſpeak of Gods love 
and mercy to mankind in general, they ſpeak not of Electing love, unleſſe 
gods love to the world was his Electing the world: and if Election be of be- 
levers in general, then that's it be fights againſt, and the reſpect to Chriſt 
muſt be in the ground and ſoundation of that Election, and ſo he the firſt 
Elect, and reaſon of their Election: and to prove that Gods love doth go be- 
fore his purpoſe to ſend his Son, is to prove that which no body denies, nor 
waseverin queſtion. But he fay's, I omitted Job.4.and that ſpeakes of che 
Church, not the world: How proves he that, decauſe it ia, if the Apoſtles and 
beleivers were not of the world as the Object of Gods ſending Chriſt, or his 
dying for it or uſed not to couple in themſelves with the world in thin 
common to them? See the contrary : In him we live, and move, &c. and he is 
notfarfrom any one of us. Acts 27.27,28.They uſe to ſay, God commands all 
to believe alledging. 1. Joh-3,23 and yet there it is but, Thi is his commandement, 

t we believe, &c. and why may not the t be of that extent then here, ſceing 
there is nothing ſayd of that % but what is ſayd of the world. ver. 14. and. 1. 
Joh. 22. and Joh. 3. 16, 17. that Chriſt is the. Saviour of, and propitiation for the 
world. As for what others ſay, it pertaines not to me to defend them, further 
then I am of their mind: as I am not in thinking, that Chriſt might be a head 
and have no body: and as for honouring my own power and natural abilities, and be- 
ing choſen becauſe I thence believe, they are often ſhewed to be faſhoods before.

Your ſafety and preſirvation is layd upon a firme foundation, even Gods eternal pur- 
poſe, which makes the difference between you and them, is his bare fancy: for that 
might rather both render the Apoſtle ſearleſſe of their being ſhaken, ſeeing 
no danger of falling, and them carelefle of his admonitions to depart from 
iniquity,and cleanfe themſelves from de file ments: nor is there any ſpeech of 
Gods eternal purpoſe , or difference between them and others, theſe are all 
figments of his own and other mens braines: his ſcope is, though ſuch perſons 
have ſo ſwerved, yet think you never the worſe of Gods doftrine concerning

It's no 
fruit of Adam's ſin, nor content of the lay of works, and therefore of the 
Goſpel ſurely ; and I think none but Mr. Hac. nor he neither, if not upon 
a deſign, would queſtion it. Yeay Col. 1. 23. verbatim, telli us, The Goſpel is 
preached in every creature, & mon g, and thatagrees with Pal. 145 
97 10. That the tender mercies of God are upon all his works, namely his mercies 
to men, (yea, upon the Devils, though not in, or from them; in that he 
reſtrains their malice, and wickedneſs againſt ut 2 and'all his works do praiſe 
him. But to quarrel with me, and call for ſome diſtin knowledge of 
Chriſt from the creatures, when Texpreſly ſaid they do not ſpeak of him 
diſtinctly: what is it but to be groundleſly contentious? See how a mare 
blinded with prejudice and paſiton lofes his reaſon ; for he ſays, AF. 14. 
16. He ſuffered 4 Nations to walk in their own ways: nevertheleſs he did 
them good, gc. oyerthrows the falfe docttine throughout this Chapter, 
that is to ſays his own, to ſpeak trule and properly; but ſee his reaſon. He 
res them to perish, notmiihſtanding his ordinary goodneſs ; therefore his tempo- 
ral bleſiings were not able to rrelaĩm them, nor were intended for their comverſton, 
How many faults in this rea ſon? r.

But if he 
ſaid, Bcl/armine owned that falſe conception, and yet ſaid nothing in what 
he alledged for proof: of any likenefs, did he not De eo mentiri ? And what 
ſhall I ſay, to ſee him now plead that God is like an Old Man, becauſe of ſome 
emineut perfefiions in him, that are brokenly iu an old man? ho did it paſs 
ſor a falſe conception before, and now its a true one? how was it the Papiſts 
before, and now it is Mr. Facons too? may we not as well ſay, a man is 
like an aſſe or awoodcock, becauſe. there is ſomething in thoſe creatures 
which is eminent in a man? and yet who would not take t for an incivility 
and injury, that any conceive and affirm him like one of them?
